Warm and Cold Baths 


The physiological effects of warm 


and cold baths are thus rioted by a 
•writer in an English medical jour- 
nal: 


Warm baths produce an effect 


upon the skin directly contrary to 
that which is brought about by cold 
water. The cutaneous vessels di- 
late immediately under the influence 
of the heat, and, although the dila- 
tion is followed by a contraction, 
this contraction is seldom excessive, 
and the ultimate result of a warm 
bath is to increase the cutaneous 
circulation. The pulse and respir- 
ation are both quickened in the 
cold bath. 


The warm bath increases the 


temperature of the body, and, by 
lessening the necessity for the inter- 
nal production of heat, it decreases 
the call which is made upon certain 
of the vital processes, and enables 
life to be sustained with a less ex- 
penditure ef force. 


While a cold bath causes a cer- 


tain stiffness of the muscles if con- 
tinued too long, a warm bath re- 
lieves stiffness and fatigue. The fi- 
nal effect of both hot and cold baths, 
if their temperature be moderate, is 
the same, the difference being, to 
use the words of Braun. that "cold 
refreshes by stimulating the func- 
tions, heat by physically facilitating 
them, and in this lies the important 
differences between the cold water 
system and the thermal mode of 
treatment."

number of books owned by the Library is 
only 4 892, including reference books,
